India is in tho (yeast) east. It is a rising country. We 
had a taste of ifs rising, in the mutiny of 1857. The majo- 
rity of the native inhabitants are called coolies, (and rightly 
во, as the new arrival will say) from the cool and easy style, 
they set fo work when required to. Their costume is neither 
expensive nor extensive, and might be considered somewhat 
eccentric, if eeen in the fashionable streets of London. A 
juvenile coolie considers himself dressed in the height of 
fashion, with a piece of whip-cord and key attached, round 
his Joins. 


“The Baboo” is a step higher in tho social grade, and to 
the untravelled Englishman, шау be considered, some relative 
of the monkey tribe. This is erroneous, for many Baboos take 
high honours at the University, and write В. A. or A. 8. 8, 
or any other combination of leiters after their names, 

The following is a letter we received from a B. A. Daboo 
in our employ, aud may be taken as а fair specimen of their 
concise and simple epistolary style :—

If a Baboo is necessitated by sickness to absent himself 
from office, ho generally writes a Jetter of explanation, 
entering fully into details, more explicit than English 
manners and customs require, To a poor Englishman 
keeping house, in Jndia, the number and variety of 
servants required, is an important item ; for as an excuse 
Lor heir je. and innate objection to do any work, more 
than they . — obliged, they havo invented a distinction called 
“easte,” which, they urge on all occasions, so that a bearer 
or household servant will refuse to wash a plate or clean 
a pair of boots on tho plea of breaking his caste, — 

Jf you look at a map of India you will perceive it comes 
down toa point, which reminds me that I should do the 
same, India producesa great number of things, pepper for 
instance, This you may get, hot, if you hold any oflig 
under Government and offend any official over you. 

Whist was first invented in India, by a retired colonel. Of 
course you have heard of tho Indian Rubber! Prickly heat 
also is а product of the country, but must not be confounded 
with, prickly comfrey, which they are advertising, as food for 
cattle, 

That class of men, whom in England we call cab-pro- 

rietors, nro rather һишогонз fellows in India. Now in 
Calcutta, these call an old tea-chest, stuck on fonr wheels, 
and attached to two miserable rats of pony's by pieces of tin 
and rope,—gharrys,—and mako large incomes by getting 
people to pay for riding in them Although termed “ticca,” 
there ів no “tick” «owed. if you hire опе, 

Тһе police are a different class of men from those in London. 
The European portion of the force may generally be found 
frequenting bars and billiard rooms ; and if on duty, smoking 
cigars, in sequestered р of tho e у. The native policemen 
ave particularly intellivent and energetic. The day men may 
be noticed fast asleep in the huts of the small shop-keepers, 
whilst those on night «uty are not to be noticed at all,

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MY DIARY AT SIMLA. 


| E has often Struck me as rather strange that you 
Should have no correspondent at Simla, when almost every 
other paper, big or little, has one. I do not pretend to be 
able to equal the gloomy perioda of the correspondent of 
the Limes of India, or the frantic attempts at wit or caustic 
satire of the several correspondents of the Civil and Military 
Gazette, who write under different noms-de-plume, but with re- 
markable similarity of style. Nor сап І claim the general 
knowledge of all things gubernatorial or official of him, 
the Pioneer, No Sir! mine is the humble style of a hard- 
worked Government official. 1 fancy that I see you smile at 
the word “hard-worked,” no doubt carried away by the pre- 
vailing idea that we only come to Simla for enjoyment and 
frivolity. To dispel your suspicions, and at the same time 
disprove the vulgar error of the vulgars for whom I do not 
care a vulgar fraction, I propose to send you some extracts 
from my diary for a week. Weare all now obliged to keep 
diaries, and I have even copiously illustrated works of 
art fit to be shown in the Grand Simla Fine Arts Exhibition 
by the side of Dick Temple's paintings. But this is by the 
way. Wo аге, І may tell you, all allowed to writo for the 
press now, so long as we tell nothing worth knowing, and, 
like the Government press department, confine ourselves 
to Meikong, beans, cinchona, Khelat, Kabul, tho weather and 
the crops.

Tue evacuation of Asiatic Turkey by the Russians is, it, 
seems, поб in consequence of their being overmatched 
beaten and outmanceeuvred by Muktar Pasha's army, but 
is merely a strategic retreat in order that they might the 
more surely crush tho “unspeakable” опе. ‘This we gather 
from that extraordinary gentleman’s letters, who does the 
Political Correspondence for the Statesman, For this gentle- 
man, whatever else may be said, it can at least be boldly 
averred that tho view he takes of affairs in these campaigns 
is at least original, and after with daring minuteness chroni- 
cling the long list of Turkish disasters in Montenegro, 
which resulted in their relieving Nieksich. Ho has outdone 
himself in the following exquisite paragraph apropos to tho 
evacuation of Armenia alluded to above :— 


“As regards the war, tho telegraphic wire has doubtless been informing 
you of the astonishing Turkish successes in Asia, According to tho Turks, 
not aday has passed, for some time, in which they havo not beaten the 
Russians. * » Б M 

Tre Turkophilist journals have been in cestasies, 4 Pursuit of the Kussi- 
nns"——"* Continued pursuit of the Russians’—* Relief of Kars"—such have 
been the announcements, ” s * 

So much at least was trae that the Russians had fallen back on their frontior 
In their retreat their were several skirmistes, which һауе been repré- 
sented by the Turks as brilliant victories won by themselves, and as such 
have been greedily aceepted by their credulous admirers in this country. 
But in the ercitement of seeming persuit, Mouktar Pasha, tho Turkish Coin- 
mander, has allowed his right wing to ba separated from the left, which is 
under his own command. The former has marched in the direction of 
Bayazid, the latter in that of Kars, Tho news of this morning informs us, 
that the Russian Army has turned upon tho former, and dispersed it, cap- 
turing four guns, while Gerleral Lors Melikeff with tho Kars army is 
again in march against Mouktar Pasha’s isolated left. If Ло can engage 
and defeat it in tho open field, there will no longer be a Turkish army in 
the field, to oppose the Russian advance upon Erzeroum. 

There now, see how wrong it is, unthinking journalists, to 
speak of these skirmishes as battles, and to assert that the 
Turks һауе won them. Read the Statesman's correspondent 
and learn that the Turks never win battles. When they 
fight for hours with thousands of the enemy, and the Russi- 
aus finally decamp at the “double quick ;” the action is sim- 
ply a skirmish, and the disappearance of the Muscovite is 
not a flight but simply а swift and skilful strategical move- 
ment to the rear, and of course to perform this particular 
sort of inovement perfectly, the troops must not be eneum- 
bered with heavy guns and baggage, which, with the wounded, 
itis usual in these cases to abandon. This line of action 
has frequently been mistaken for the flight of a routed army 
by superficial observers, but we know better now, and indeed 
the Turks are apparently very much the worse for their 
apparent victories; for we learn from our informant that 
if General Melikoff сап only do half a dozen somewhat 
difficult things and then win a pitehed battle, the Turks 
will be in а mess indeed. What would our Contemporary's 
correspondent call their retirement from such a field we 
wonder—a flight?

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ROUGH NOTES ON INDIA. 
[Bx D. I. 5. Content, Eso.] 


Havina just now n good deal of spare time on my hands, 
and being desirous of avoiding, for prudential reasons, those 
places 

“where men most do congregate,” à 

I have lately been visiting one or two of the institutions 
which a paternal Government has so wisely provided for the 
edification and instruction of the rising generation of Baboo- 
dom in this city. First in size and importance comes the 
“Asintic Museum,” a large palatial building in Chowringhee, 
сараМе of containing such curiosities and antiquities ая may 
be discovered in India during the next five hundred years or 
во. This present collection,—I believe,—from the subse- 
quent information of the Durwan—is bundled together in 
one or two rooms on the ground-floor; but, аз I went up- 
stairs, I unfortunately missed seeing any portion. I wandered 
about through empty halls and corridors, and at last 
turned up in a room where some assistants were either 
packing or unpacking a stuffed rhinoceros, upon whose 
back two monkeys were placed in a pugilistie attitude. 
А gigantic “old man" kangaroo, on whose head was 
a white “bell-topper,” shouldered a walking stick, and 
squinted with glassy eyes at a performing camel evi- 
dently trying to stand on its head; a royal Bengal tiger, 
with a pipe in its mouth, was mildly gazing at, and doubtless 
hailing as a brother, a large shark, standing on its tail; whilst 
an eagle, doubtless frightened at the whole proceedings, had 
settled with outstretched wings on the horns ofa Sambhur 
deer. I had seareely looked round, struck with wonder and 
astonishment at these vagaries of the animal world, when I 
was told that tho room was private, ко I at once retired, 
fully convineed, however, from the smell, that the consumption 
of tobacco forme a very important part in the preservation 
of stuffed animals, and that, to counteract any unpleasantness 
in dealing with the same, “pegs” are highly desirable. I 
still wandered on, but was as constantly pounced upon hy 
Durwaus, who informed me that every room, the door of which 
I opened, was private. I should have liked to have visited the 
Geological Department, but the entrance was blocked up by an 
immense piece of coal on a truek, so muat defer that pleasure 
Altogether I feel much gratified with my visit to the “ Asiatic 
Museum,” and instructed by what Г валу there, I must go there 
again. 

The “Schoolof Arts". in Bow Bazar Street, was my next 
essay ; and as this is at some distance, I was necessitated 
to hire а gharry. On arriving here, an alterention of some in- 
terest arose between the Durwan and the driver as to the ad- 
mission of my gharry; and, as far as I could make out 
whet was said, the dispute was about the grass growing 
inthe entrance carriage way, which the janitor & would 
be destroyed by the wheels, and as that was at present tho 
school’s sole source ef income, I must get out and walk 
in. After waiting a half hour or so, I was informed that 
the key of the door was lost; but that if I liked, they would 
break open a window for me to enter. Just as they were about 
todo this, some one turned up with the key, which was 
however so rusty that it would not turn in the lock, ко 
І returned disappointed to my gharry, walking carefully, 
by the Durwan’s instruction, so as not to destroy the 
grass growing inthe path. Altogether the Durwan's manner 
led me to believe that it was a great intrusion on my part 
coming there at all; and certainly my arrival, from its novelty, 
created no little excitement in th neighbourhood, 

From thence I betook me to the * Economie Museum," where 
I felt confident I might pick up a wrinkle or two on Indian 
produeo and manufactures. On entering you are requested 
to write your паше in a book ; and on looking back 1 found 
three or four people had visited it during the week.

Charivari has had forwarded to him other fragments of 
this old drama, a scene from which a correspondent sont to 


him some little time back. Though incomplete, portions of |

‘This, it is 
admitted, he failed to do, in the case of one Niesiral who drew 
the shell for Ilvios' chariot, which chariot was in fact the 
most highly favored-of all and did subsequontly win the race, 

The plea put forward by the manager is, that he sent the 
news to another person with directions to seek out Niesiral, 
and inform him of his good fortune. At the same time this 
person was empowered to offer certain monies to Nicsiral 
for the shell, and, says the manager :—“ I quite jumped at the 
idea that I could make sure of the news of the drawers good 
luck being carried to bim.” 

Него it appears to mo the manager is plainly and gravely 
at fault, his duty was, in the first place, to make sure of the 
news of drawer's good luck being carried to him, by employ- 
ing the swift messengers provided by the state to go directly 
to him. In that ease his contract would have been fulfilled, 
and Niesiral would, being in pos on of the news from the 
proper source, have been in д condition to treat coolly and 
with deliberation any offers that might be made to him for 
the shell. Шеге on the contrary the purchasers had all ilie 
benefit of a surprise on their side when making terms. For 
all this and for much consequent loss the manager must bo 
held in great measure responsible. Пе neglected. his duty 
and “jumped at an idea.” Stil for these 1 
been ingenuously owned, mitigation might have been pleaded, 
but the manager bath defended his course of action ina 
statement which for its eflrontery has, perhaps, rarely been 
equalled, 

Having been proved guilty of gross negli 
dently declares himseit free from the c 
tho additional turpitude to tell those w 
heavy loss through him, that they lave only themselves to 
blame. 

With reference to the statement made by the go-between 
in tho mailer of Шо purchase “which was appended to the 
manager's defence, it is an unfortunate eireumstanee for him 
that he put forth that document at all, most of its statements, 
made positively as from personal knowledye, 
proved false, and tho inditer has admitted that he ошу had 
the authority of the person most interested ia there being 
believed for advancing them. 

It might bo an inquiry not devoid of instruction perhaps to 
enquire why this.person is so auxicus to bolster up and vouch 
for the good faith and integrity of the individual who specu- 
lated so profitably on Nicsiral's luck and the manager’ |

aresay if I was gifted with the powers of Asmodens

FROM OUR YOUNG MAN ABOUT TOWN. 


Srn,—Some one haa been trespassing upon my premises of lnte 

about town, and has written a most harrowing account of the 
state of society in kintals, Do many of my readers know what 
a kintal is ? If not, I will enlighten them. It is a collection 
of mat huts, generally built round three sides of a square, in 
the centro of which isa well, This square and well are tho 
publie property of all dwellers in the kintal, and most of 
thom sleep, and even tako their meals, in the square during the 
hot weather. 

Kintal is, the learned tell me, а corruption of the 
Portuguese word quintal, which means a garden, but 
there is no Appearance of a garden in our modern kintals, 
except that ina few of thema big and generally dissipated 
looking tree grows. Many of the dwellers in kintals also call 
themselves Portuguese, but though possessed of high-sound- 
ing Portuguese names, neither in language nor complexion 
do they resemble the dwellers in the land of Port. The 
are unquestionably half-castes, or as it is now fashionable to 


call them Eurasians, Their morals, I am afraid, are not of | 


the strictest, and many of their manners and customs are 
passing strange, but though poor І believe them to be on 
the whole a happy and contented race, and they give them- 
solves up to unlimited enjoyment, not only on the feasts of 
their own church, most of them being Roman Catholics, but 
they are also equally rendy to observe the festivals of the 
Hindus and Muhammadans. This strange mixture of Euro- 
pean and native customs is their peculiarity. Look into 
one of the huts unannounced, and though there are chairs 
or moiras and beds to sit upon, you will see that 
tho inhabitants prefer to squat like natives on the ground. 
They indulge in strange dishes called by still stranger 
names, such as bindaloo, dumpo, duck Кс, and are great at 
jellabies and other metais. There is a fiddle in nearly every 
now often supplemented by a concertina, and they 
id mysterious dances of the fand: 

ss, My riv ven a harrowing account of the wretched- 
ness of their existence, but I do not believe him, and 
I, too, have seen many kintals, 

І һауо not, however, confined my wanderings to kintalea. 
Barrack pore held out attractions in the shape of a steeple-chase, 
and 1 went to see.
